i What Is Claimed Is: 



1 • A first device holder (110) comprising: 



A) an envelope (12) having a commentary configuration to a device; 

B) a first strap (116) securely fastened at a bottom distal end to a top end of the 
envelope (12); and 



O a clip securely connected at a bottom end to a top distal end of the first strap 
(116). 
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2. T hefirstdeviceho]der(110)asdescribedinclai m l,whereinthefirststrap(116) 
comprises a fastener (14) spliced therein. 

3. The first device holder (1 10) as described in claim 2, wherein the fastener (14) 
comprises a female fastener (14A) securely affixed at a top end to the bottom 
distal end of the first strap (1,6) and a complimentary configured male fastener 
(14B) securely affixed at a bottom end to a top end of the envelope (12). 

4. The first device holder (1 10) as described in claim 1, wherein the clip is a first 
clip (1 18) which comprises a first clip loop (1 18A) and a first clip lever (1 18B) 
pivotally mounted on the first clip loop (1 1 8A) forming a closure therebetween. 

5. The first device holder (1 10) as described in claim 1, wherein the first clip lever 
(1 18B) comprises a biasing means to automatically make the closure with the 
first clip loop(118A).

7. The first device holder (1 10) as described in claim 1, wherein the device is 
selected ^m a group consisting ofcordless phone, cellular phone, personal data 
assistant, calculator, pocket personal computer, cassette player, CD ROM player, 
radio, DVD player, bar code scanner, E.P.I.R.B., light flasher and flashlight.

A) a second strap (216);

Q a clip securely connected at a bottom end to a top distal end of the first strap 
(116).
